Etorins the past six years their re 
sources have increased $11,415,030,000, 
being 100 per cent. This is a greater 
increase than they made during the 
ojitire previous 61 years of their ex- 
isifence, contiones the Globe. 

Thos? who can carry their mind^ \^%ck 
to tbe period embracing tbe first 20 
years after the establishment of the. 
national banks during the Civil War 
and remember the intense, the almost 
f anatical, opposltloii to them, and the 
prophecies tbat they woidd min fbe 
country, can now understand what a 
I tiiumph of far-sighted statesmanship 
tlieir establishment was. Tliey carried 
\is through the reconstruction period 
ufter the war, when, had we con- 
ttnqed the system of unregulated state 
hanks previously existing, wlldeattlnp 
would have wrecked our whole finan- 
cial system. They also carried 
kbrotigh the period of resumption oi 
specie ptymentf^ ^hen the greenback 
doltar was made equal in valtie to tae 
trold dollar by the promise of tlie frov 
trninent to exchange a gold dollar foi 
«C on demand, which promise wa-^ 
claimed but soldom, t>ecause of the 
confidence the people had tn -the 
'inancial stability of the government. 

Yet those wlio passed througli those 
• esumptioii days and remeihber the 
wild ravings of the greenback^rs can 
best appre<iate what the national 
l.anka did for the country. Thov 
i-laced banking on a solid foundation. 
They upheld the credit of the country. 
They financed the government. They 
restored confidence In hanks, badly 
shattered by the multitude of faiiiire-^ 
la the unregulated state itanks of the 
l)eriod preceding the war and np to 
the time necessary war floanoing led 
to the prohibition of Issuance of bills 
by such institutions.

OAT SPROUTER FOR POULTRY 

Successful Chicken RaJsers Beginninf 
to Appreciate Valuo of Green 
Feed in Winter. 



All poultry raisers are beginning to 
appr»M i.ite the value of sprontlns oata 
for hens in wlnt»; I made a sprouter 
of my own as sbovm in the drawing. 
Bays a writer in an exchange. It i.s a 
box 20 by 20 inches and 36 inches 
lilgb. It is large enough to supply 50 
to 75 hens with sprouted oats every 
other day. There are six drawers In 
the box, each two inches deep with 
window screen for bottoms. A Is a 
fnnnel into which warm water may be 
poured into the square box B which 
la full of small holes in the bottom.

CAUSES SCARE 

Condition More Vital Than An- 
other War— Or Than 
^ Ten Others. 



YELLOW SPECTER IS SEEN 



UnltMl atatM Looked To •• Savior, 

With National Decay as War's Aft- 
ermath — Middle Class Most 
Affaeted— Babfea Fewer 
In Germilny. 

London.— "Well, It's not my funeral," 
said tbe sprucely dressed young Eng- 
lishmaii with a collar of pre-war glossl- 
nees, reading out the following para- 
graph in the corner of a London club : 
"The birth rate per 1,000 persons 
UvlAg la Holland and Wales in 1918 
wma 17.7. as compared with 34.1 per 
1.000 In the ten years 18"1-G0. Tlie 
rate In Cheshire is only 10.9 per 1,000, 
and that in London 16.1. The end of 
the war shows no check in what is 
really national suicide. 
"It's not my fanecal.'' he r^eated. 
But it was. 

It was not only his funeral, but per- 
haps the funeral of a race. "D — n 
posterity ?•* said the Trifihman. "What 

has posterity over dono for nie?" Tlie 
European is saying the same. 
Tikis is no scare. It is a fact. It is 
vital than another £u;:opean 
w ar or than ten others. It is more 
mortal than the influenza. It is more 
dangerous than an anarchist bomb in 
every street. For Europe, It is the 
only thins that matters. 
It is a very old world. 
Here in London at clrr-tion time we 
mn two griant ladders side by side up 
the face of one of our tallest bnildinirs. 
As the results come in. the figures on 
the ladders, representing the Libera! 
and tor?" parties, raee »'afli oti'er up 
the builduiK. Rearing tlieir lieiudii 
over Europe's weary, war worn 
masses, two ladders are seen today. 
On one is the figure of death. On the 
other, tlie fij?ure of a little rosy child, 
death racing against life. And deatli 
is winning.

lit the death that comes in the roai 
of a gun and the crash of a sliell we 
have forgotten the death of the g^ai 
silence. 

Twenty years ago France used to be 

held up as Europe's horrible exam- 
ple — Franco, the country where, 
after Ameriea. the baby was kinu;. 
There are those who say today tlml 
the war has completed what the 
French nation began. There 
siiilled sociologists who believe 
Fwnce, once the glory of tli- 
world, is dying — dying because sl\e re- 
fuses to live. Patriotism and pride 
keep closed the mouths of her great 
men. But is not today's Kurope a 
greater France? 

Except in this one thing figures can 
be made to prove anything. But the 
mathematics of birth and death are 
inexorable. There is no room for 
doubt. 

Europe, to use a pungent American- 
Ism, Is **on the toboggan." There are 

omens as portentous and inevitalde 
as that sinking feeling before sea- 
sickne:<s. "Ilonuses for babies" is Eu- 
rope's. Here in England we have 
already raised that S. O. S. France 
tried it and failed. Will Europe? 

The above applies to all classes, bat 
to the middle dass It comes with 
ful intensity.

Middle Class Most Affectcc

the middle class birth rate has no fall 
ing death rate of any Ikind to compen- 
»ate. A prominent medical man ba!> 
juKt written in the Times: "What we 
are witnessing is the death of the mid- 
dle class." irpoii the collin of that 
class will be inscribed the epitaph : "A 
class that died because it could not 
live." Not because it would not, but 
becatise it conid not. Are we going to 
s«'e Europe given over to the working 
class? And then? 

The once great middle class, in its 
last struggle for survival, will be 
forced into one of two things ; eitlu-r 
to sell out and go ^^rsT: bodily to or- 
ganized labor, or to form a Em'opean 
middle class trade union, both for of- 
fense and defease. It will say to 
Europe: "Tt you want doctors, law- 
yers, clergymen, you must pay for It, 
or we won't serve you." 

But Europe, alas I Is be^nnlng to 
do without the clergyman. The state 
laAvyer is beginning to supplant the 
private practitioner. Only the doctor 
is left, and he, poor devil, is being 
nationalized under national health res' 
nlations. 

Here in England the middle class 
family of four or five has become 
two or three. Medical men, without 
exception, are united in th^ opinion 
that during the jtast ten years the 
birth rate of that dass haa been going 
h ja aic Bc to perdition.

"The difference between the 
amount paid by the Harkness es- 
tate is so vast, as shown by sub- 
sequent events," Judge Bullock 
nileiJ. "that the result itself indi- 
cates a concealment so great that 
it amounts to a legal fraud. Had 1 
this court been aware of the facts j 
disclosed in this record, it is need- 
less to say the judgment co;n- 
plained of would not have been 
entered."
